Navy Sends Promotion 
Measure to Congress 


Amended to provide involuntary re- 
tirement with graded retired pay for 
officers not selected for promotion, the 
Navy personnel bill to extend selection 
to promotion to the grades of lieutenant 
and lieutenant commander, was sent to 
Congress this week. 

Following a hearing before the Bureau 
of the Budget, April 3, at which Navy 
Department officials testified, Director 
Douglas approved the proposed bill with 
the retirement provision added to elimi- 
nate the cost of the bill. It was sent 
to the Speaker of the House April 5, 
with an urgent recommendation that it 
be passed this year. 

“The enactment of this proposed 
legislation is of primary importance to 
the efficiency of the Navy, present and 
future,” declared Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Roosevelt in a letter trans- 
mitting the measure ot Congress, “The 
critical situation within the line will 
grow progressively worse if remedy is 
delayed and the proposed legislation is 
therefor urgently recommended for pas- 
sage this year.” 

The letter and proposed bill will be 
referred to the House Naval Affairs 
Committee next week when Congress 
reconvenes and is expected to receive 
the immediate attention of that body. 
The bill ordered reported by the Naval 
Committee last week authorizing the 
commissioning of future Naval Academy 
graduating classes and qualified mem- 
bers of the 1933 Class will probably be 
tabled as the proposed Department 
measure contains these features. 

Over a period of eight years, 1935 to 
1942 the bill, if enacted, would result 
in a net saving of $1,643,356 the Navy

National Guard of U.S. Officially 
Established; Officers Appointed 


Establishment of the National Guard 
of the United States, as provided under 
the act of Congress June 15, 1933, was 
completed this week through the issu- 
ance of General Order No. 3 by the War 
Department. 

The General Order dated April 4, 1934, 
extends formal appointment in the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States to 
“each physically qualified commissioned 
officer of the National Guard not above 
the grade of colonel, who is in a Fed- 
erally recognized status on the date of 
this order.” The appointments are in 
the sam? grade and same arm of ser- 
vice now held by the officer provided 
there is an allotted unit to which he 
may be assigned. 

Formal appointment also is extended 
in the new organization to the present 
Warrant Officers of the Federally rec- 
ognized National Guard. 

The order sets forth the new oath to 
be taken and provides that officers and 
warrant officers must take the oath and 
forward it to the Department prior to 
Oct. 31, 1984 otherwise the appointment 
will be withdrawn. 

A new oath also is prescribed for the

While strongly of the opinion that the 
method of the Air Corps in procuring 
aircraft by negotiated contracts has been 
contrary to the intent of Congress and 
the law as interpreted by the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Army and the 
Comptroller General, a majority of the 
members of the subcommittee are un- 
willing to sign a report wholeheartedly 
endorsing the actions of Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Woodring, or condemning 
Air Corps officers and have voted to 
table a report along these lines written 
by Representative Rogers. 

Committee members state that the Air 
Corps, in buying aircraft in quantities 
by negotiation, acted contrary to an 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Army, who had held that such 
action was illegal. They also state that 
Comptroller General MecCarl has ruled 
likewise. However, an opinion of an 
assistant to the Comptroller General has 
been put into the record of the Commit- 
tee, which would to some extent uphold 
the Air Corps’ position. A ranking offi- 
cer of the Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment also backs the Air Corps 
stand, 

In view of this support and because 
the matter involves an interpretation of 
law, most of the members of the sub- 
committee are unwilling to make any 
recommendation criticizing or upholding 
the conduct of any persons involved in 
the inquiry. 

What probably will finally come out of 
the committee, it is said, is a recommen- 
dation that negotiated buying be confined 
to experimental aircraft with, possibly, 


legislation making the latter course 
mandatory. In a nutshell, while the 
group feels that Assistant Secretary 


Woodring has been in the right in the 
matter and Air Corps officials in the 
wrong, many members do not intend to 
sit as Judges and say so. 

Lengthy and detailed accounts of the 
“report” of the subcommittee, appearing 
in the press this week were a correct 
statement of the report drawn up by 
Chairman Rogers, it is said. But when 
the report was submitted, following the 
publication of the news articles, the 
committee refused to accept it. It |

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News Editors Comment on Matters of Interest to Personnel of Army and Navy 


Matters of interest to the personnel of the armed services have been the sub- 
ject of comment in leading newspapers of the country. 

“Under the Federal Constitution,” the Washington Herald states, “Congres 
is charged: with the obligation to provide for the common defense. It is given the 
exclusive power ‘to raise and support armies’ and to provide and maintain a navy. 

“Because Congress has failed in recent years to exercise ‘h's power and to 
discharge this duty, the Army has sunk to seventeenth place * * * the present 
Congress has thus far done nothing effective to build up the Army toward the 
strength authorized by the National Defense Act. 

“This neglect is chiefly due to the Democratic Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, Congressman McSwain, of South Carolina. 

“More than a month ago, Secretary Dern submitted to Chairman McSwain’s 
committee a defense measure of the most urgent importance. 

“This measure provides the necessary authorization for Congress to appro- 
priate whatever amount may be required to increase the effectiveness and efficiency 
of the Army Air Corps. 

“Enactment of this bill at this session would clear the way for the War De- 
partment to equip, organize and maintain what the Air Corps has long needed and 
what the General Staff urgently recommends—a GHQ Air Force of five wings. 

“Such a force would increase the strength of the Air Corps to 3,800 planes, 
with the necessary personnel to man them as soon as Congress votes the appro 
priations and American manufacturers can carry out the contracts for this con- 
struction. 

“Instead of reporting this measure to the House, Chairman MeSwain persisted 
in squandering the time of his committee in various and sundry investigations 
for political purposes. 

“Instead of reporting this measure to the House and pressing for its passage, 
Chairman McSwain solicits personal publicity by introducing a_ miscellaneous 
assortment of measures that have neither the endorsement of the Secretary of War 
and the General Staff nor the support of intelligently patriotic members of the 
Senate or the House.”

Secretary Dern Voices Air Views 


The next war may be commenced in 
the air but it will be finished in the mud, 
Secretary of War Dern declared last 
night at a banquet culminating the activ- 
of Army day in Washington, D. C. 

“Everyone agrees that aviation has 
become an essential agency in modern 
warfare and that it is becoming increas 
ingly important,” said the Secretary, 
“Some aviation enthusiasts think the 
next war will be won in the air. Per- 
sonally I agree with Maj. Gen. Malone 
who said the other day, ‘The next war 
may be commenced in the air but it 
will be finished in the mud.’ 


“That remark is based upon the 
fundamental military principle that no 
victory can be won without seizing and 
holding the enemy’s position and that can 
be done only with ground troops. Never 
theless, aviation, although still in the 
development stage, will certainly play @ 
large part in both offensive and defensive 
warfare and we want to make sure that 
we have the best planes and the best 
trained pilots in the world.” 

“But aviation is not the only new 
thing in warfare,” Secretary Dern coh 
tinued, “this is the gasoline age and the 
day of the Army horse and the Army 
mule is steadily waning. Cavalrymen 
ot the future will seldom wear spur 
but will travel in swift motor car. It 
funtrymen of the old gchool would jast 
te machine gun fodder in the next wat. 
If we want to win battles with the 
minimum loss of life we must put oor 
infantrymen into tanks and armored 
cars.”

Fleet Will Sail For East 


The United States Fleet, 113 vessels 
strong, will steam from the San Pedro- 
San Diego area Monday for a cruise to 
the Hast Coast, including maneuvers and 
a review by the President of the United 
States. 

Following fleet exercises in both the 
Pacific and Atlantic, the Fleet will sail 
into New York May 31 and will pass in 
review before President Roosevelt in the 
Hodson River. The Fleet will remain on 
the Bast Coast during the remainder of 
the Summer, basing at New York City, 
Newport, R. I. and Hampton Roads, Va. 

During the period June 2 to June 17, 
the entire fleet with the exception of 
the carrier division will be at New York 
for shore leave. Following this, the Bat- 
tle Force and the Scouting Force will 
separate to hold force exercises and 
gunnery practices. 

The total number of officers and men 
attached to the U. S. Fleet is approxi- 
mately 3,700 commissioned and warrant 
dficers and 44,000 enlisted men, of which 
2200 officers and 29,000 enlisted men are 
attached to the Battle Force and ‘1,500 
dficers and 15,000 enlisted men are at- 
tached to the Scouting Force. 

Detailed plans for the review of the 
Fleet by the President in New York on 
May 31st will be announced later.

Marine Corps Personnel Bill 

Lack of stimulus of promotion and the 
overage of officers was termed “the most 
serious problem to confront the Marine 
Corps since I joined it in 1894,” by the 
newly commissioned Commandant, Maj. 
Gen. John H. Russell, this week. 

Testifying before the Naval subcom- 
mittee considering the Marine Corps per- 
sonnel bill, General Russell urged enact- 
ment of legislation to remedy the “slow, 
antiquated and inefficient system of pro- 
motion” now in effect. The bill before 
the committee, HR 68038, he said, was 
presented with the object of remedying, 
“in some measure,” this “grave” condi- 
tion. 

General Russell told the committee 
that at the present time, 70 per cent of 
the captains In the Marine Corps are 
more than 40 years of age and 37 per 
cent of the first lieutenants are over 35 
years. Forty-three captains are over 
50 and 18 first lieutenants more than 40, 
he said. 

“The overage condition of these grades 
strikes at the very heart of the efficiency 
of the Corps—its fighting effectiveness,” 
he added. 

“My opinion is not based on conjec- 
ture,” General Russell continued, “but 
on the experience of the Marine Corps 
in its field operations in recent years, 
which conclusively proved that many of 
our officers are too old for active field 
service. Unless some improvement is 
made in this condition, the efficiency of 
the Marine Corps in active operations 
in the future will be seriously impaired.” 

“If remedial legislation is not adopt- 
ed,” he concluded, “the Marine Corps 
cannot be expected to maintain the im- 
mediate readiness for service that comes 
with the kind of urgent service we are 
required to perform.” 

The bill before the Committee would 
institute promotion by selection, making 
applicable the Navy’s system for the 
Marine Corps. However, to avoid in- 
creasing the Marine Corps budget, a 
saving clause was inserted which nulli- 
fies the effect of other sections of the 
bill to some extent. Majors and lieuten- 
ant colonels, not selected for promotion 
would not retire but would stay on until 
retired under existing law. Also all offi- 
cers promoted as a result of the Dill

The text of the order is as follows: 

“1, Pursuant to the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act as amended by the Act 
of June 15, 1933 (Bul. No. 12, W.D., 10933), 
the establishment of the National Guard of 
the United States is hereby announced. 

“2. The National Guard of the United 
States is a reserve component of the Army

“b. The designation ‘inactive National 
Guard’ as used in this order, as applied to 
units, means those headquarters and units 
allotted to the several States but not au- 
thorized for organization or equipment. As 
applied to personnel, it means Federally 
recognized inactive personnel, commissioned 
and enlisted, who are or may be assigned 
to inactive units up to and including the 
war strength of such units; and Federally 
recognized inactive personnel, commissioned 
and enlisted, assigned to active units in suf- 
ficient number to bring such units to war 
strength. See paragraphs 11 and 15. 

“4.All units of the National Guard that 
are or hereafter may be Federally recognized 
are designated as like and corresponding 
units of the National Guard of the United 
States.

estimates. For the first two years the 
measure would cost $979,830, inasmuch 
as there will be no involuntary retire- 
ments during those years. 

Retirement is provided for lieutenants 
of 14 years’ commissioned service and 
lieutenants junior grade of 7 years’ 
commissioned service, not recommended 
for promotion by a Selection Board, by 
the bill. However, this provision will 
not be effective for two years. 

“All of the Naval Academy class of 
1920 and a considerable number of offi- 
cers commissioned by Act of June 4, 
1920 who are considered for purposes of 
service a part of the class of 1920 will 
complete 14 years’ service on June 30 
of this year and if not selected for pro- 
motion will be retired immediately un- 
less a modification is inserted for their 
benefit “stated Acting Secretary Roose- 
velt in his letter.” Therefore, a pro- 
viso in the Bill compels a delay of two 
years subsequent to June 30 in the 
separation of these officers from the 
active list. This provision is inserted 
in order to give these officers ample 
opportunity for selection to the next 
higher rank. The provision providing 
for two years delay likewise applies to 
lieutenants (junior grade) who fail to 
be selected to lieutenants and for the 
same basic reason.” 

Officers retired because of failure of 
selection would be retired under the 
provisions of law now applying to the 
higher ranks, i. e., their annual retired 
pay will be computed by multiplying 
2% percent of their base pay by the 
number of years service. 

The text of the bill follows: 

A bill to provide for promotion by selection 
in the line of the Navy in the grades of 
lieutenant commander and lieutenant; to au- 
thorize appointment as ensigns in the line 
of the Navy all midshipmen who hereafter 
graduate from the Naval Academy and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and the House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that except 
as otherwise provided in this Act, the pro- 
visions of existing law with reference to 
promotion by selection in the line of the 
Navy and the retirement of officers who 
are not on the promotion list or who are 
found not professionally qualified are hereby 
extended to include and authorize promotion 
to the grades of Meutenant commander and 
lieutenant, and the retirement of lieutenants 
and lieutenants (junior grade). The number 
to be recommended for promotion to each 
such grade and to be placed upon the pro- 
motion list shall be furnished the Selection 
Board for that grade by the Secretary of the 
Navy and shall be the number of existing 
vacancies in the grade concerned plus such 
additional number, if any, as the needs of 
the service may require. 

Sec. 2. That Heutenants (junior grade) 
who on June 30 of the year of the convening 
of the Board shall have had three years’ 
service in the grade of junior lieutenant shall 
be eligible for consideration for selection for 
promotion to the next higher grade. 

Sec. 3. That the board for the recommen- 
dation of line officers for promotion to the 
grades of lieutenant.commander and lieuten- 
ants shall consist of nine (9) officers on the 
active list of the Navy above the rank of 
commander, not restricted by law to the per- 
formance of shore duty only, at least one 
of whom shall be a rear admiral. 

Sec..4. That for the purpose of extending 
Section 8, of the Act of March 8, 1931 
(46 Stat. 1483; U. 8. C., Supp. VII, title 
84, sec. 286a) to officers below the rank of 
lieutenant commander, the said Section is 
amended so that the length of service there- 
in prescribed shall be fourteen years for 
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lieutenants and seven years for lieutenants 
(junior grade): Provided, That no officer of 
said rank shall become so ineligible prior to 
June 30 of the second calendar year follow- 
ing the date of this Act: And provided fur- 
ther That the restriction on the number of 
involuntary transfers in any fiscal year to 
the retired list prescribed in Section 7 of 
the Act of March 3, 1931 (46 Stat., 1484; 
U. 8. C., Supp. VII, title 34, See. 286a) 
“shall not apply to the grade of lieutenant 
and lieutenant (junior grade). 

Sec. 5. That section 1 of the Act approved 
May 6, 1932 (47 Stat., 149; U. 8. C. Supp. 
VII, title 34, sec. 12), is hereby amended by 
inserting the word “hereafter” after the 
words “midshipmen who”, and the words 
“Provided, That all former midshipmen grad- 
uated in 1933 who received a certificate of 
graduation and honorable discharge, may 
upon their own application if physically qual- 
ified, and under such regulations as the Sec- 
retary of the Navy~-may prescribe, be ap- 
pointed as ensigns prior to June 1, 1934, in 
accordance with this section and shall take 
rank next after the junior ensign appointed 
in 1933 and among themseves in accordance 
with their proficiency as shown by the order 
of merit at date of graduation: And pro- 
vided further’, after the words “Naval Aca- 
demy” and by striking out “in 1932, and at 
least 50 per céntum of all graduates in sub- 
sequent years: Provided”, so that as amended 
the said section will read as follows: 

“That the President of the United States 
is authorized, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to appoint as ensigns 
in the line of the Navy all midshipmen who 
hereafter graduate from the Naval Academy : 
Provided, That all former midshipmen grad- 
uated in 1933 who received a certificate of 
graduation and honorable discharge, may 
upon their own application if physically qual- 
ified, and under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Navy may prescribe, be ap- 
pointed as ensigns prior to June 1, 1934, in 
accordance with this section and shall take 
rank next after the junior ensign appointed 
in 1938 and among themselves in accordance 
with their proficiency as shown by the order 
of merit at date of graduation: And provided 
further, That the number of such officers so 
appointed shall, while in excess of the total 
number of line officers otherwise authorized 
by law, be considered in excess of the number 
officers in the grade of ensign as determined 
by any computation, and shall be excluded 
from any computation made for the purpose 
of determining the authorized number of line 
officers in any grade on the active list above 
the grade of lieutenant, junior grade, until 
the total number of line officers shall have 
been redaced below the number of otherwise 
authorized by law.” 

Sec. 6. That hereafter any staff officer on 
the active list below the rank of lieutenant 
commander shall be advanced to the next 
higher rank in his corps when the run- 
ning mate of such staff officer or an officer 
junior to such running mate has been 
promoted to that higher rank in the line of 
the Navy or when a vacancy in that rank 
exists in the line of the Navy which will 
in due course be filled by the promotion of 
his running mate or an officer junior to his 
running mate: Provided, That such staff 
officer if found qualified in accordance with 
law for such advancement. The provisions 
of law relating to the advancement of staff 
officers now embodied in U.S.C., Supp. VII, 
title 34, Secs. 255, 321 and 348r, are hereby 
amended in accordance with this section.

WHY THE STAR CHAMBER PROCEEDINGS on the part of the Rogers sub- 
committee investigating the Air Corps and its activities, and why did it allow a 
forecast of the conclusions it is said to have reached to leak out, and then denied 
responsibility therefor? As we understand it, there has been little inimical to the 
interests of National Defense in the testimony which has been taken. The sub- 
committee has been addressing itself particularly to the question of the legality 
of the method pursued by the Assistant Secretary of War for Air in the matter of 
the placement of airplane contracts. It permitted open hearings in the case of some 
witnesses, it refused the same right to officers of the Air Corps. Thus a public im- 
pression has been caused which has been intensified by the condemnatory report 
given to the press as to the view which the sub-committee has reached. What is the 
object of these kinds of maneuvers? Is it to make the Air Corps a scapegoat, to 
cloud the public mind relative to the blunder made in connection with the cancella- 
tion of the airmail contracts, to propagandize, perhaps, the idea of a new Depart- 
ment of the Air or a Department of National Defense? It may be any or all of these 
things. The net effect, however, is to reflect upon the Air Corps and to create a 
public opinion designed to produce changes, perhaps internally, perhaps in its 
relation to the Army. We urge the country to suspend judgment until all the facts 
are known, to remember that the contracts signed were placed by the Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air only after the Judge Advocate General’s Department 
found them within the law, and, finally, that they were approved by the Comptroller 
General. The last named, as the public knows, has never hesitated to disapprove 
a practice by any Department, even when he knows the President is in sympathy 
with it, if he feels that it is not in accord with the law and the intent of Congress. 
We call upon the sub-committee to make public the testimony it has already taken 
and to hold open hearings hereafter, and not cloak its proceedings in secrecy and 
engage in publicity which whether intended or not is poisoning the public mind not 
only against the Air Corps but against the Army as a whole. 


ARMY DAY WAS CELEBRATED YESTERDAY, and the country, led by the 
President, with appreciation of the importance of the Military Establishment, ex- 
pressed its faith in the regulars and civilan components as defenders of the nation. 
It is, of course, gratifying to the Service that there is public recognition of the 
record it has made and the work it is doing. But, speaking its innermost thought, 
we may say that kind words butter no parsnips, and that greater satisfaction would 
be experienced if an opinion should be addressed to the members of the Senate and 
House in behalf of adequate appropriations, of the restoration of the 5 per cent of 
pay withheld and even a revision of the pay schedules, and the enactment of 
promotion reform. To us it has been a matter of pride that in spite of the hard- 
ships imposed upon the Army, and the Navy and Marine Corps, as well, morale has 
not suffered to an extent interfering with efficiency. In his annual report, General 
MacArthur expressed the conviction that “at this moment the Army’s strength in 
personnel and materiel and its readiness for employment are below the danger 
line,” and he urged that this condition “be rectified without delay.” Such views, 
uttered by a man in whose judgment the country has confidence, shouid be taken 
to heart, and the recommendations he made to put the establishment in the state 
of efficiency which present world conditions indicate to be necessary, should be 
studied by Congress. The responsibility for failure to provide the proper funds and 
reforms rests squarely upon the House Appropriations and House Military Affairs 
Committees. We say this 80 the people may know that neither the War Depart- 
ment nor the General Staff has neglected to perform its duty, which is to advise 
the Congress of the Army's situation and needs. We shall hope, in the light of the 
popular interest manifested on Army Day that Representative Collins and Repre- 
sentative McSwain will address the attention of their respective committees to the 
problems pressing for solution. They are set forth in the McArthur report to which 
we have referred. 


NOW IS THE TIME WHEN THD superior CCC camp commands of the 
past six months’ period are receiving their Army AND Navy JOURNAL decorations. 
The decorations include Gold Medals, suitably inscribed, for the commanders of the 
nine camps, one in each Corps Area, silver buttons for the junior officers and bronze 
buttons for the enlisted personnel and the enrollees. In order to emphasize the 
importance attached by the War Dpartment and the General Staff to the competi- 
tion, General MacArthur, himself, conferred the decorations upon the camp com- 
‘manders last fall, and this spring in accordance with the decision then reached, 
upon the Corps Area Commanders devolved this duty. Thus in each Corps Area a 
ceremony occurs, bringing home to the people resident therein as well as the per- 
sonnel of the camps the fine character building work the Army has rendered in con- 
junction with the CCC administration and the Forestry Service. In spite of sugges- 
tions, emanating from various, and particularly pacifist sources, there has been no 
military training of any kind required by the enrollees. Indeed, the Army has been 
particularly careful to confine its efforts to the maintenance of purely civilian 
activities, and, above all, the health and morale of the men in its charge. It is 
gratifying to the Army and Navy Journal that it has been of assistance to these 
efforts through the development of a spirit of competition as between the camps in 
each Corps Area. As a result of it, the morale of all the camps has been raised, 
and, in addition, it has been valuable in developing leadership not only in the Army 
and the Navy but in the Reserves. We are authorized to add that General Mac- 
Arthur is keenly satisfied with the record of the CCC during the past six months 
and is looking forward to even greater efficiency during the coming period.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Army Supply Bill—Although more than three weeks have transpired since the 
Senate passed the War Department Appropriation bill and sent it back to the 
House for action on the disagreeing portions, the House has neither agreed to the 
Senate Provisions nor asked for a conference to iron out differences between its 
measure and the Senate’s bill. Naturally the House is waiting for Representative 
Ross Collins, of Meridian, Miss., chairman of the subcommittee which originally 
handled the bill, to make an appropriate motion on the floor. But Mr. Collins, 
for reasons best known to himself, has not done so. Instead, he has conducted 
“informal” hearings on the provisions inserted by the Senate, a procedure said by 
other members to be “most unusual.” To be sure this method was followed by 
the House in the case of the Independent Offices bill but then only at the specific 
direction of. the House itself. 

Some believe that Mr. Collins is attempting to build up argument against the 
increases for National Defense placed in the bill by the Senate so that he may 
have a better opportunity for securing backing in his attempt to cut the bill again. 
Others believe that he is “stalling for time” in an effort to bring the measure to 
conference only a few days before adjournment so that he can force the conferees 
to accept his reductions rather than prolong the session or to adjourn without 
providing money for the Army. 

Senator Royal 8. Copeland, of New York, who probably will be the Senior 
Senate conferee when the House asks the Senate to appoint conferees, told the 
JournaL this week that he had made a number of attempts to find Mr. Collins 
in order to talk over the situation with him but had not been successful. Senator 
Copeland said that he thought the “informal hearings” being conducted are “most 
unusual.” 

There is a strong belief in Washington that the Senate conferees will insist 
on sustaining the Senate Action in killing the House’s provision that would result 
in the forced retirement of about 350 of the present active officers of the Army. 
While they do not disagree emphatically with the principle brought forward by 
House members in support of their action (i. e. retiring older officers to make 
room for commissioning additional second lieutenants from civil life) they believe 
that it is a matter of policy that properly should be determined by the appropriate 
legislative committees and not be brought about by an appropriation committee 
concerned primarily with funds. 

Regardless of what action is taken by Congress, it is likely that the War 
Department will invoke what power it already has at its command to tighten up 
on the physical requirements so as to produce additional retirements for physical 
disability. When this will be done and the manner of doing it can not be foretold. 








Dealing out of Retroactive Pay—Messages have been flashed to the field by the 
War Department authorizing local commanders to determine the method of paying 
out the retroactive salary due to officers and men because of the restoration of 
five per cent of the pay cut effective February 1. Commanders may, on their own 
determination, make the payments immediately on a supplementary pay roll or, 
if military necessity mitigates against such a method, make the payments on the 


next regular pay roll. 
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Pay on i Duty—Conferences are now in progress to determine what recom. 
mendations shall be made to the President as to how far he shall exercise the 
discretionary power granted him in recent legislation to compensate government 
officers and employees on foreign duty for losses suffered in their pay as the regyjt 
of the depreciation of the dollar. 

Representatives of the War Department, Navy Department and State Depart. 
ment have drawn up recommendations concerning their own foreign services, 
are now getting together, under the aegis of the Bureau of the Budget, to correlate 
their recommendations with a view to drafing a final memorandum for President 
Roosevelt. It has been estimated that if the full extent of the authority were ey. 
ercised additional compensation would accrue to about 14,000 naval officers ang 
men and about 8,000 army officers and men. 


Marksmanship Pay—Determination of who will draw additional pay for qualific. 
tion in arms next year and how much they will draw will not be decided until the 
first part of next month. 

Under the new regulations for handling arms qualification pay drawn up by 
the War Department and described in the JourNnat last week, it will be determined 
annually what the rate of pay will be and what classes will receive it. This deter. 
mination will be based on the amount of money available and the number of mep 
expected to qualify during the next fiscal year. 

It is expected that only experts will receive additional compensation during 
the fiscal year 1935. The rate will probably be four or five dollars a month. Hoy. 
ever, the matter will not be settled until all reports from the field are received, 


Naval Officers On Travel Status—The Bureau of Navigation has received a number 
of requests from officers requesting permission to travel by privately owned auto. 
mobile in carrying out orders involving permanent change of station, when trans. 
portation of dependents is not involved. As the provisions of the Hconomy Act no 
longer apply to travel performed by naval officers under orders, an officer whe 
receives orders directing him to perform travel, the method of travel not being 
specified, is at liberty to choose the method by which the travel is to be performed, 
However, when the orders do not specify, the assumption is that the travel in the 
United States will be performed by rail and the allowance for travel time will be 
computed on the basis of the time required to perform the travel by rail, and an 
officer should be guided accordingly in reporting for his next duty. For example, 
if the orders involve travel which by rail will require three days and the officer 
desires to travel by a method requiring a longer time than the total of travel time 
plus the time allowed by Navy Regulations before reporting for duty, he must 
obtain permission from the Bureau for the necessary delay but need not ask for 
authority to perform travel by privately owned automobile. He is entitled to 
mileage regardless whether the travel is performed by rail or privately owned 
automobile. The above has reference to travel by officers only, not dependents. 


Modernization of Battleships—T’he House Naval Affairs Committee this week de 
cided to table a proposal to modernize the battleships Tennessee and California. 

A bill introduced by Representative Darden, Democrat of Virginia, authorizing 
the modernization of two additional capital ships, was called up at the regular meet- 
ing of the Committee April 3. After some discussion, however, it was decided to 
indefinitely postpone action on the measure. 

Officials of the Navy Department are of divided opinion as to modernizing 
additional battleships. The capital ship replacement holiday will expire next year 
if not expended, and what may be done at that time is very much in doubt. The 
arms conference may reduce the allowed tonnage in this class, or it may be that if 
no extensive limitation is imposed and the holiday is not extended. the Navy Depart- 
ment may conclude to ask for replacement of battleships rather than modernization, 


Navy Reorganization—The policy of the Bureau of Navigation in carrying out the 
recommendations of the Roosevelt Reorganization Board was announced this week 
in a circular letter issued to the service. 

Reciting the approved recommendation of the Board that the authorized peace- 
time strength of the Construction Corps be reduced from 275 to 140, the Supply 
Corps from 660 to 440, the Civil Engineer Corps from 110 to 80, by normal attribu- 
tion, filling only one vacancy in three, and that line officers be selected annually for 
postgraduate instruction in the technical duties of these corps in sufficient numbers 
to provide qualified line officers for the junior technical duties and to provide @ 
source from which to select officers for transfer to these corps, the Bureau went on 
to declare: 

“In carrying out the foregoing recommendations, the Bureau of Navigation e& 
pects to order junior line officers to postgraduate instruction each year, after com 
pletion of from three to seven years’ commissioned service. The number to 
ordered for specialization in Naval Construction, Supply and Civil Engineering will 
wary in accordance with the needs of the service but will be approximately 16 !a 
Supply, 9 in Naval Construction and 3 in Civil Engineering. 

“After completion of the postgraduate instruction, these officers will perform 
duties in their specialty ashore, and afloat insofar as is consistent with obtaining the 
necessary sea training as line officers, in much the same manner as postgraduate 
officers in the present line specialties now do. 

“From these postgraduate officers who are applicants will be selected, from 
time to time, a sufficient number for transfer to fill vacancies in the Construction, 
Supply, and Civil Engineering Corps. Officers not applicants or not so selected 
continue in the line of the Navy.” 

The Bureau of Navigation also announced the establishment of a Supply Com 
School to train officers for supply duties and asked for applications for attendance 
at the school. M 

“A Supply Corps School is being established at the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, 
a letter issued by the Bureau stated. “Junior line officers, of not less than thre 
years’ commissioned service, may apply for this course, those selected will be 
ordered to this course, which will commence on or about September 1, each yeal, 
and the duration of which will be approximately one year. After completion of t 
postgraduate instruction, these officers will be continued in the line of the Navy 
until selected for transfer to fill vacancies in the Supply Corps. Officers not &? 
plicants or not so selected will continue in the line of the Navy. Until selected, 
officers who have completed the foregoing postgraduate course of instruction, 
perform duties in this specialty ashore, and afloat insofar as is consistent with 
taining the necessary sea training in line duties, in much the same manner 48 
graduate officers in the present line specialties now do.

There is, of course, 
another reason for desiring such a pro- 
gram,—a very human one—and that is 
that it is so very easy to think and act 
like automatons. * * * Every soldier 
must be trained to obey, to march and 
to shoot, but the officer in addition must 
learn to think, to be resourceful, to have 
force, and to be a leader. It is believed 
that a proper application of the War 
Department Training Program will assist 
you in fulfilling these specifications.”

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OBITUARIES 


A classmate of the late Rear Adm. 
Marbury Johnston, USN (Ret.), who 
died on the ides of March at Cuthbert, 
Ga., writes as follows: 


“When the impenetrable curtain of 
death is drawn and ends a career which 
has contributed a definite value to the 
nation and has enriched the lives of 
associates and friends, it is just and 
appropriate to consider and record the 
qualities and characteristics which de- 
termined such a useful career. 


“In the span of forty-eight years of 
his active service in the Navy, Admiral 
Johnston brought to his chosen profes- 
sion of arms and the sea a vigorous 
and trained mind, unquestioned integrity 
of character, a developed sense of duty 
and individual responsibility, and a mas- 
tery of the intricacies of the naval pro- 
fession. These qualities, coupled with 
an unusual mental and physical alert- 
ness, and a happy mixture of strong 
common sense with breadth of human 
understanding, made no small contribu- 
tion to the notable advance in American 
naval efficiency during the years of file 
service. 

“The ships he commanded from de- 
stroyers to battleships were outstanding 
in morale and instant preparedness for 
any service and to the sailor-like effi- 
ciency of Admiral Johnston in the com- 
mand of the transport and safeguarding 
of the essential supplies for our troops 
overseas during the World War thou- 
sands of American boys owe an unknown 
debt of gratitude. 

“He drained the cup of life with spirit 
and joy—but found no dregs—for what- 
ever of bitterness and disappointment 
life brought to him, he met and defeated 
at the gates of his soul. 


“Prompt and vigorous in resentment 
of an indignity, over the frailties of his 
friends, even when they worked his in- 
jury, he spread a mantel broader and 
richer than that of charity or forgive- 
ness—the mantel of complete under- 
standing. 


“To all persons he was generous in 
judgment and considerate in act. Harsh 
criticism was foreign to his nature. 
With the calm courage of his convic- 
tions always, he spoke only truth and 
his mind held and brooked no guile. 


“Of military and commanding bearing, 


to those he loved he displayed only 
thoughtfulness and gentleness. He made 
sacrifices without betrayal. His love 


was constant and his friendship uncon- 
ditioned. 

“To this Distinguished Officer, Loyal 
Friend and Choice Shipmate and Com- 
panion, Hail! and Farewell!”
